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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 2-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

2. Claims 2 and 5 are unclear whether the warp, and the resulting concave face, is a result of 
the manufacturing of the bucket tooth or if the warp is caused by the axial force applied to the 
bucket tooth. 

3. Claim 4 recites the limitation "the circumference" in line 3. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Note: In light of the above rejections under 35 U.S.C. 112, the claims, as best understood, are 
treated in the following art rejections. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action; 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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5. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Maurer et al. 
(U.S. Patent 4,360,982), cited in previous office action. 

The Maurer 6 982 patent discloses a bucket tooth (60) attached to a bucket lip (36) via a 
fastening bolt (65). The bucket tooth has a concave aperture (80) for receiving the fastening bolt. 
The bucket tooth is made of a boron steel (col. 4, lines 33-48). The combination of the concave 
aperture and the steel construction absorbs axial force fluctuations, due to the inherent properties 
of steel. For example, it is notoriously well known that steel, and other metals, deform first 
elastically and then plastically in response to a force. When the bolt acts upon the bucket tooth, 
the bucket tooth, particularly at the concave aperture, also deforms elastically. This elastic 
deformation absorbs the axial force. Deformation in the elastic region also inherently means that 
the bucket tooth generates a resilient return force. Warpage and the resulting direction of 
concavity only depends on the direction the force is being applied. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Maurer et al. (U.S. 
Patent 4,360,982). 

The Maurer '982 patent discloses the claimed invention, as stated in paragraph 5 above, 
except for the amount of warp. However, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary 
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skill in the art at the time the invention was made to provide a warp of between 2 mm/m to 15 
mm/m, since the warp is dependent upon the force applied. 

8. Claims 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Maurer et al. 
(U.S. Patent 4,360,982) in view of Rose et al. (U.S. Patent 4,958,970), both cited in previous 
office action. 

The Maurer '982 patent discloses the claimed invention, as stated in paragraph 5 above, 
except for the bucket tooth being spot faced on the side facing the bucket lip. The Rose 4 970 
patent teaches that it was known in the art at the time the invention was made to spot face (Fig. 8 
- countersink) an element on the side facing the surface to which it is to be bolted. It would have 
been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to provide 
the bucket tooth of the Maurer '982 patent with the spot facing of the Rose '970 patent, in order 
to provide an improved connection and force absorption means. 

Regarding claim 6: The range of the ratio of depth of the spot facing to the diameter 
would have been an obvious matter of design choice since it has been held that where the general 
conditions of a claim are disclosed in the prior art, discovering the optimum or workable ranges 
involves only routine skill in the art. In re Aller, 105 USPQ 233. 

Response to Arguments 

9. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-6 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Applicant's amendment clarifying that the bucket tooth is being claimed, and not a 
separate axial force absorbing means, necessitates this new grounds of rejection. With particular 
reference to claims 4-6, the Rose 4 970 patent teaches spot facing which is applicable to any 
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element being bolted to another element. The Rose 6 970 patent teaches that it is known to spot 
face a washer when it is bolted to another structure. One of ordinary skill in the art would have 
found it obvious to incorporate the teaching of the Rose 6 970 patent and spot face a bucket tooth 
when bolting it to another structure.

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.
